I beg  to  submit  ray  Annual  Report  for  the  3rear  1945. 


No  raa'jor  change  took  place  in  the  housing  situation  and 
no  Council  Houses  v\iere  erected  during  the- year. 


Notifiable  diseases  s how  decreased  notifications  for 
Scarlet  Fever,  but  a marked  increase  in  Measles  and  Uhooping 
Cough.  Prom  the  returns  it  would  seem  that  both  Measles  and 
Fhooping  Cough  were  largel^r  contracted  at  school,  as  a 
majority  of  children  contracted  these  diseases  after  the  age 
of  5 years. 


Pour  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  and  the  diagnosis 
confirmed,  one  had  been  immunised  and  three  had  not.  202 
children  were  immunised,  bringing  the  total  of  children  so 
protected  up  to^  2,619.  Returns  from  25  schools  in  the  District 
shov'ied  that  86/o  of  the  926  children  included  had  been  immunised. 


The  General  Health  of  the  Rural  District  has  remained 
fairl3^  sat  isf  actorj?- . In  my  capacity  as  School  Medical  Officer, 
I can  report  that  the  years  of  war  have  not  affected,  the  health 
of  children  adverseljr.  In  fact  in  some  respects  the  children  is 
nutrition  and  general  physical  condition  has  improved.
